OURSELVES, AND ANYONE WHO WOULD LISTEN, THAT OF 
COURSE, WE WERE ‘DIFFERENT.’ ONE WHO WOULD NOT LISTEN 
WAS OUR DISTRICT PRESIDENT, HELEN J. WRIGHT OF SYRACUSE. 
‘STOP TELLING ME YOU ARE DIFFERENT. YOU MEAN YOU THINK 
YOU ARE UNIQUE, AND REALLY YOU ARE VERY LIKE EVERYONE 
ELSE. BESIDES, EVERY THETA CHAPTER IS DIFFERENT FROM

OF course we United States Thetas know that Canada is the neighboring country to the north, Of 
course we US Thetas also know that there are Thetas in Canada. And | think that most of us would 
echo the quote, above, and say that Theta sisterhood knows no boundaries. 


But how many of us, dear readers, remember that Kappa Alpha Theta was the first Greek-letter 
fraternity for women to estabish a chapter in Canada (the above-mentioned Sigma, chartered in 
LS87)? And how many know that Theta currently has four active Canadian college chapters (Beta 
Upsilon British Columbia, Beta Chi/Alberta, Beta Psi/MeGill, and Gamma Epsilon/Western Ontario) 
and four active Canadian alumnae chapters (Caléary, Edmonton, Toronto, and Vancouver)? 


li those facts are a surprise, odds are good that even fewer Thetas know that 15 of the 26 NPC 
member groups have college chapters in Canada and that 1S Canadian universities are home to at 
least one NPC women's fraternity. Alpha Gamma Delta has the most Canadian college 
chapters—cight.

KAPPA ALPHA THETA BADGES 


Your Theta badge is a visible svmbel of vour 
membership in the Fraternity, not just a piece 
of jewelry. While most members retain their 
badges throughout their lifetimes, badges often 
find their way to the Fraternity headquarters, 
to college chapters, or—unfortunately—to 
antique sales, estate sales, or online auction 
sites such as eBay 


The Kappa Alpha Theta Constitution (Article CX, 
Section 3.6) states, “The badge is the property of 
the Fraternity and should be retained by the mem- 
ber only so long as she shall remain a member...” 


There are several appropriate dispositions for 
Theta badges in the event of a member's death 
The badge may be buried with the member or 
it may be given to a Kappa Alpha Theta relative 
or friend. The badge mav also be returned to 
the Fraternity: in this ease, the member or the 
member's family may make sug@estions about 
specific usage of the bade 

Please note that the Fraternity and staff 
archivists monitor online auction sites for 
hades and other Theta items. Unusual pieces 
that will enhanee the archives collection ore 
bid upon, but it is fiscally and logistically 
impossible for the Fraternity to purchase all 
badges. Please also note that the Fraternity 
cannot “buy back” badges from members. 


A UNITED FRONT AGAINST HAZING 


Sports teams are doing it; high school clubs are 
doing it, marching bands are doing it. They re 
foing to college with the expectation that it's 
OK to make others teel uncomfortable.

What began as a prank, “tradition,” or a per- 
ceived right of passage can easily get out of 
hand and become a dangerous, illegal activity 
punishable by law. Rappa Alpha Theta has 
many programs to educate our members about 
hazing—what it is and how to prevent it—and 
hazing awareness is an ongoing process ms we 
tdd new members each vear,

As the outreach coordinator for the

The doctors at the NeuroSensory Centers of 
America (there are ten around the country) 
believe that disorders like dystonia (as well as 
fibromvalgia, migraines, ADD, ADIID, autism 
and others) ordinate from imbalances in the 
neurosensory systems—vision, auditory and 
vestibular, Using non-invasive computerized 
testing (think Star Trek!), the doctors and staff 
identify the cause of the imbalance and then 
create a customized protocol to treat the 
source, Many of our patients have achieved 
remarkable recovery from disorders which 
other medical practitioners called ‘hopeless.’

lam prowd to be a 6(-vear Theta, | was ini- 
tiated into the Beta Tau Chapter at Denison 
University in Granville, Ohio, in 1949, [ho vou 
remember the Theta alumna who placed the 
Theta kite over your heart? | do!

do it, but verv slowly, with ears plugged and 
eyes closed, I asked for God's help, and then 1 
repeated five times, silently, the Initiation 
speech | know so well, When the technician 
eased me out of the machine, he smiled and 
told me that | had not moved once—all the 
images were clear, 

Early the following morning a second surgery 
relieved the pressure on my spinal cord, and 
with excellent care and rehab I'm feeling well. 

For me, the Initiation speech is a constant 
reminder of the bonds of sisterhood | share 
with my Theta sisters everywhere. May Theta 
love be with vou always,

: ossey, along with J ine Goodall and Birute 
Galdikas, is considered one of the world’s most 
prominent primatologists; the three are known as 
“The Trimates.” Her study of African mountain 
torillas—she lived among them for 22 vears, mim- 
icking their behaviors and earning their trust—<lis- 
pelled many mivths about their violent nature, 


But Fossey’s path was not a straight one. She 
had always loved animals and excelled in biolo- 
fv, but she found the hard sciences difficult and 
iniled out of the pre-veterinary program at UG 
Davis. She went on to earn a degree in occupa- 
tional therapy trom San Jose State in 1944. 


Her love of and devotion to animals stayed 
strong. In June of 1963, she made her first trip 
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to Africa, and in an incredible twist of fate, she 
met renowned paleoanthropologist Dr. Louis 
Leakey. On her trip home, Fossey travelled up 
Mr. Mikeno, where she saw her first sign of 
forilla lite. Her mission was clear. 


In 1967, Fossey established the Karisoke 
Research Center camp in Rwanda to house 
anti-poaching patrols and study gorilla biology. 
She would live there, among the gorillas, for 
nearly 20) vears until her death in 1983. She 
established the Digit Fund in 1978 to attract 
international suppert tor gorilla conservation, 
an organization and mission that still thrives, 


As documented in the Oscar-nominated film 
adaptation of her book Groriflas in the Mist, 


Dian Fossev had the courage to look fear in the 


face, the perseverance to defy incredible odds, 
and the faith to do what no person believed 
possible to save a species she loved.

CENTENNIAL 
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n, AD/Oklahoma 
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lt was a grand celebration tor Oklahoma's tirst 
sororitv—Kappa Alpha Theta at the University of 
Oklahoma. One hundred vears of history, impres- 
sive and interesting facts, a B-29 bomber, and 
thousands of women whe linked Alpha Omicron 
throughout the decades were highlighted. 


The 10th anniversary celebration took place 
October 3, 200, in Norman, Okla. with a festive 
luncheon, tour of the Theta house with first-floor 
redecorating hy master desi¢ner Charles 
Faudree, and an evening dinner dance featuring 
a six-foot-long ice sculpture of the chapter facili- 
tv. All activities included current Alpha Omicron 
collegians and scores of alanine. 


These alumnae included more than 700 women 
from 25 states, (6 Oklahoma cities, and 33 
Texas cities. The Alpha Omicron (Chapter has 
initiated more than 3,500 members with 
approximately 2,5() still living 

A detailed and bewutifully designed written his- 
tary of Alpha Omicron’s 100 years, inclucing 
scores of photos, was printed in booklet form 
and presented to each Theta guest. This 32- 
page booklet was written and compiled hy 
Elizabeth Prosser, Alpha Omicron/Oklahoma, 
Kappa Alpha Theta Foundation trustee, with 
text from contributing writers who brought 
their designated decades to life 


The first pages honor the six women whose dili- 
dent and undaunted work over a four-year peri- 
cdl finally secured a charter, overcoming 
Oklahoma's “rough and wild country” image 
The charter vote was held during Theta’s eigh- 
teenth Grand Convention in Chicago during 
June of 109, and local group Eta Beta Pi finally 
became Alpha Omicron of Kappa Alpha Theta 


During the centennial luncheon program, digni- 
taries from Theta and the University of 


Oklahoma detailed the chapter's history and 
contributions to campus life, Presentations 
included a ‘S0s-themed skit by the collegians 
and a video, “A Century of Excellence and 
Love, created by Ann Foerster Ryan, Alpha 
Omicron/Oklahoma. Kimi Morris Martin, Alpha 
Chmicron/Oklahoma, Fraternity vice-president 
public relations, ignited the crowd with talk of 
Zebra cake and other details related to Alpha 
Omicron lite over the years. 


The spotlight also shone on Frances Herndon 
Chandler of Tulsa, Okla., president of the chap- 
ter in 1944 and hospitalitv chairman during 
World War Il when there were no young men 
aviilable tor the usual dance event 


With ingenuity and a patriotic spirit, Chandler 
led the women of Alpha Omicron to produce 
the War Bond Ballyhoo with the sponsorship of 
the Cleveland County War Bonds Drive 
Committee and the cooperation of the universi- 
ty. The Ballyhoo featured a huge carnival, 
including “Kisses for War Bonds” which fea- 
tured a Theta new member who was also “foot- 
hall queen,” Joan Earnest, and the presidents of 
the other women’s Grreck groups on campus. 
The women collected more than 700,000, 

with which they proudly funded a B-29 bomber. 


Oklahoma's current first lady, Kim Blain Henry, 
and former tirst lady Cathy Heller Keating were 
in attendance at the luncheon as Alpha 
Omicron alumnae. A third first lady, the late 
Jeanette Bartleson Edmondson, was also a 
member of Alpha Omicron, 


Co-chairing the 200) centennial celebration were 
Helen Edwards Woclward, former Fraternity 
president, and Carol Franklin Joullian, alumnae 
district officer. They led a 26-women committee 


“Seven-hundred-plus Alpha Omicrons in one 
room was the result of tremendous ettort by the 
centennial committee,” Woodward said, “Our 
hearts were overflowing when high hopes for 
the celebration were more than realized,” 


Joullinn added, “This gathering of sisters 
proved to be a tribute to Alpha Omicron’s 
past—and its future.” 9

In 18134, Convention sessions included a dis- 
cussiin of an endowment func as a mere per- 
manent method of tinanving the magazine, 
nnd, at Cirand Convention 1037, that endow- 
ment was established. In accordance with the 
Tax Reform Act of 1969, however, this fund 
wis subsequently combined with other finds, 
and—for as long as many of us can remem- 
ber—The Magusine has arrived in Thetas’ 
mailboxes free of charde. 


[tis quite shocking to realize that the burden 
of paving for this falls mainly on the shoulders 
of our olleginns! Their dues support a publi- 
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cation that is enjoyed primarily by alumnae, 
instead of supporting programs that more 
direetly altect them, Vet the development and 
maintenance of meaninghil programs and serv- 
ices for our college chapters is vital in order to 
continue our prominence on college campuses, 


Grind Council hus carefully researched anid 
thoughtfully considered the most equitable, sus- 
tainable plan to provide needed funds to endow 
The Masesine and alse tree up funds to support 
our college chapters, We need to continue build. 
ing strong foundations for our college women, 
enabling them to not only achieve social, intel- 
lectin, ond morn Growth, but also to meet the 
higher and broader demoncds of mature life. Ae 
the same time, we must offer exciting new wavs 
for alumnae to reconnect with Theta, including 
in enhaneed Theta mackizine 


Kappa Alpha Theta Lite Loval, a program that 
illows us to simultaneously meet these two 
foals, wis introduced at Grand Convention 
2070. Kappa Alpha Theta Lite Loyal, which is 
modeled after successtul programs offered hy 
other large national sororities and fraternities, 
ilo allows us to provide recognition to those 
who support the Fraternity financially, As 
Thetas join Lite Loyal, a portion of their one- 
time membership fee is set aside to fund a life- 
time subseription to Tie MWasusine. As a tungl- 
ble expression of their Lite Loyal status, these 
members are exempt from paying alumnae 
cues to the Fraternity, and thev also receive 
lapel pins, bracelets and other distinetive, 
sophisticated wavs to show their Theta pride 
amd lowalty. 


Kappa Alpha Theta has nurtured each of us 
through our college and alumnae davs. Through 
times both dark and brighe, the tirst Greek-let- 
ter fraternity for women has supported us. In 
turn, there are nuiny wavs to support Kappa 
Alpha Theta. becoming o Lite Loval member is 
ane of them, It is my sincere hope thar all 
Thetas will join me in this effort to ensure that 
our future sisters can create the same positive 
memories that we have experienced.

MAMMOGRAPHY, RADIOLOGY, 


AND BREAST-H 


Upon joining Kappa Alpha Theta, new initiates 
learn that our founders sought to form an 
organization of friendship and support in an 
environment that traditionally encouraged such 
Jroups for men only, Opposition, however, 
didn’t stop Bettie, Alice, Hannah, and Bettie 
from forming their own fraternity, even before 
the word serqritv existed, For this, Thetas 
around the world give thanks. 


This also set an example tor women like Dr. 
Linda J. Warren, Beta Upsilon/British Columbia, 
When she first started her medical career. 


THE BEGINNINGS OF A CAREER IN 
MEDICINE 


Warren—a native of Port Alberni, BC, who cur- 
rently resides in Vancouver—gégrew up loving 
sclence. When she started her studies at the 
University of British Columbia (UBC), joining a 
sorority was one of many new ideas and experi- 
ences a small-town girl was afforded. And while 
she appreciated the opportunity, Warren wasn't 
sure at the time if she could find the right bal- 
ance between her academic career and involve- 
ment in Kappa Alpha Theta. 


TH RESEARCH 


“What sealed it for me was when some senior 
sisters came and visited me when | went 
through recruitment as a sophomore,” Warren 
explained, “The idea of joining Theta came with 
some reservations; | wanted to join, but [ didn't 
want it to be a detriment to my studies, They 
assured me | could do both and they would be 
understanding of my focus on my studies.” 


Warren, along with her Beta Upsilon sisters, 
focused on scholarship while becoming lifelong 
friends. Along the way, Warren became the 
chapters song leader and also was named a 
UBC Greek Letter Societies’ Princess of Mardi 
Gras 194. 


“Joining Kappa Alpha Theta helped to save me 
from being swallowed up by the enormity of 
what UBC was even then, There were suddenly 
many friends, which | have to this day. Difficult 
as it was to fit these social activities into my 
schedule, | knew somehow that it was impor- 
tant, Warren said. 


As she neared ¢raduation and the end of her 
time as a Theta collegian, Warren knew it soon 
would be time to pick a career, but how? “T 
made a list in alphabetical order—from A to 
£— of all careers,” Warren explained. “After 
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crossing off those which were ‘not suitable for 
dirls’ or things | didn't like, medicine and phar- 
macy were left. 


Making her decision and feeling confident in it, 
Warren earned enrly acceptance into medical 
school in late 1963. “The die was cast, and | 
could not even imagine turning back!” 


ON TO MEDICAL SCHOOL 


Upon starting medical school at UBC, Warren 
was one of four female students in a class of 60 
would-be doctors, In an effort to incrense her 
knowledge base and remain competitive with 
her fellow medical students, she remained a 
diligent student and took summer jobs in her 
hometown to be able to visit family and friends. 


During her third-vear externship at West Coast 
General Hospital in her hometown of Port 
Alberni, Warren was exposed to the field of 
radiology. “| had a lot of time with Dr. Hans 
Waldmann, a highly skilled and comprehensive- 
lv trained radiologist,” Warren said. “He 
seemed to know everything about every spe- 
cialty and was a resource to whom other phivsi- 
clans turned for advice.” 


Her experiences at West Coast General with Dr. 
Waldmann sparked an aspiration to be a cling- 
nostic raciologist. 


After graduation in 1965, Warren interned in 
Honolulu at the University of Hawaii, “The 
most important reason for choosing Hawaii was 
that at that time, a rotating surgéical internship 
was offered with six months surgery and six 
months internal medicine,” she explained. 


Atter completing the rotation, Warren solidified 
a final decision to apply tor diagnostic radiology, 
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THE START OF A LIFELONG CAREER 


Following completion of her residency and 
upon achieving Fellowship in the Roval College 
ol Physicians and Surgeons of Canada 
(FRCPC), Warren eagerly began her own meil- 
leal career in a field she truly enjoved by 
accepting a position with a radiology practice 
in Vancouver. 


Upon her arrival—and as the only woman 
physician in the radiology office—her col- 
leatues asked her to take on the practice's 
“breast work.” 


“Mammography was in its infaney, and was not 
taughe in residency programs, breast cancer 
wasn't as prevalent as, reérethully, it is today,” 
Warren admitted. “| had never seen a mam- 
mography betore and literally had to go to 
books to come up with a reasonable differential 
diagnosis.” 


With the support of her senior colleagues, Dr, 
Warren was given the green light to “take over 
the breast sediment” of the practice. She stud- 
led texts and took additional courses to fine- 
tune her skills in breast health, examinations, 
and the training of technologists who conduet- 
ed the mammographic examinations. 


lt was during this time (the late 1970s and 
early 1980s) that the first reports of mortality

benefit from mammography were published, 
and international bodies within the medical 
community began recommending the screening 
al asymptomatic women, which Warren and 
her colleagues began applying to their practice. 
In 1986, she and her husband (also a racdiolo- 
dist) took a sabbatical to Europe, where they 
visited mammography screening centers. 
Findings at those screening centers led to a 
érant from the Provincial Health Ministry in 
IYS7 for a pilot project on screening mammag- 
raphy in British Columbia. 


The pilot project launched in July 1988, Dr. 
Warren had a $406,000 budget to examine 
9.000 women. As a sereening radiologist with 
an after-hours job as executive director of the 
Screening Mammography Program in 
Vancouver, she began to gather information 
that led to other opportunities within the 
breastmammography field. 


“Our data collection and analysis vielded new 
and unique information important to the inter- 
national medical community, Invitations to 
speak in Europe, North and South America, 
and Asia followed.” 


As the project and her practice grew, Dr. 
Warren continued her breast work within 
British Columbia. Today, the province boasts 
A7 fixed screening centers (plus three mobile 
facilities), which have provided 300 000 exams 
this year. In addition to her role as provincial 
chief radiologist with the Screening 
Mammography Program of British Columbia, 
Dr. Warren also has served as a clinical profes- 
sor in the Department of Radiology at the 
University of British Columbia since 1990), 


“A COMPLETE SURPRISE” 


In recognition for her 35 years of service in the 
field of radiology and manmumography through- 
out British Columbia, in the summer of 2009, 
Warren received a surprise phone call while on 
holiday at her vacation home on Vancouver 
Island. 


“My assistant, Jov, called with information to 
contact the Honours & Awards Secretariat in 
Vietoria, so | knew something was up.” That 
“something” was the news that Dr Warren had 
been selected as one of 134 British Columbians 
to receive the 2009 Order of British Columbia. 


The honor recognizes any current or former 
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long-time resident of British Columbia who has 
demonstrated a high level of individual excel- 
lence in his or her chosen field, The Order is 
described as the highest form of recognition the 
provinee can extend to its citizens. Past recipi- 
ents include recording artist Bryan Adams and 
National Basketball Association player Steve 
Nash, along with other distinguished musicians, 
physicians, politicians, and athletes. 


September 16, 200, then found Dr. Warren— 
alone with her 10 invited @uests—at the 
Government House in Victoria for presentation 
of the Order by the lieutenant governor. She is 
cumonig 287 total recipients of the award, which 
was first presented in 1989, 


Additionally, recipients of the Order of British 
Columbia attended the AAT Olympic Winter 
Games in Vancouver—an “added bonus” of the 
aware, according to Dr. Warren. 


“The whole experience has been infinitely 
inspiring,” Warren explained, “We attended the 
licutenant governors Olympic reception and 
visited with past recipients, and we also attend- 
ed both the opening and closing ceremonies. To 
be a part of such a tremendous event in 
Vancouver and to absorb the Olympic spirit 
was totally positive.” 


A LOOK AT THE FUTURE 


While being recognized for her lifelong career is 
rewarding, Dr. Warren knows her work in raci- 
ology and mammography is tar from done. 
Breast caneer remains a health foe to women 
worldwide, and Dr. Warren and her colleagues 
remain diligent in their screening outreach 
while carefully monitoring additional research 
within the field. 


“| believe the future of cancer care remains in 

early detection baat will be pushed back to the 
molecular level,” Dr. Warren said. “At what 
point will we be able to detect the earliest 
changes in cell function, indicating cancer? It’s 
only with molecular imaging techniques that 
we can push this boundary.” 


And, speaking as a friend and sister, Dr, Warren 
advises her sister Thetas to be mindful of their 
own breast health, 


"The best thing women can do over age 40 is to 
have an annual mammogram,” Dr. Warren said. 
“It is the only test that has the proven ability to 
detect breast cancer at a curable stage." > 
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THE YEARS 


AROUND THE 
GLOBE

Judging by the first few decades of The Kappu 
Alpha Theta Magazine, it is clear that Thetas 
have alwavs been travelers. Throughout this 
early period of The Magazine's history, its 
pages told stories (many firsthand) of Thetas’ 
travels far and wide, for vocation and avoca- 
tion, for adventure and philanthropy, for peace- 
ful pursuits and wartime service. 


One might be tempted to think that women of 
the nineteenth century were home- and home- 
town-bound. As early as the late LSS0s, howev- 
er, Thetas were off to places such as Mexico 
and Cairo, and they wrote travelogues to share 
their adventures with their sisters, 


The first decade of the twentieth century 
brought many narratives of travels to Europe. 
In 1%)4, Elizabeth Cole of Pi Chapter at Albion 
wrote of her excitement when, in Berlin at a 
reception for an ambassador, she“... spied a 
Theta pin... rushed to the girl and gave her the 
érip before | could find voice to say a word,” In 
the same issue of The Magasine, Editha Dann, 
Eta/Michigan, recounts a similar encounter in 
the Dresden Gallery, when she met two Thetas: 
“It was mere luck that | had taken off my jack- 
et and they spied my pin, and it did warm my 
heart ... to meet two such fine types of T heta.” 


Travel adventures were not limited to foreign 
shores. Especially as the hostilities leading to 
World War | were heating up, Thetas explored 
closer to home. In 1911, a new Convention tra- 
dition began; a “Theta Special” train carried 
Thetas from Chicago to Pasadena, stopping at 
Omaha, Denver, Colorado Springs, Glenwood 
Springs, Salt Lake City, Lake Tahoe, Berkeley, 
ind Stanford. Each stop allowed the local 
Thetas to act as guides and hostesses for the 
Convention-bound travelers. Im 1015, a large 
segment of the March issue was dedicated to 
travel reports to foster anticipation of the 
Convention in Ore¢éon, which had its own 
Theta Special, with an itinerary including a 
stop in Glacier National Park. 


When the United States and Canada entered 
World War I, college 
hard te support the military effort from home, but 
many of our members traveled to work and serve 
much closer to the front lines, While serving as 
nurses, physical therapists, and canteen workers, 
many Thetas shared their experiences with letters 
to their chapters and to Thw Mageasine. Dr. Pincicda 
Gardner of Omicron Chapter at USC resigned her 
position as Los Angéeles’s city bacteriologist to join 
the Stanford Unit of the Red Cross in France, 
Where she frequently worked with Margaret 
Lothrop of Phi/Stanford. According to the 
Calitornia State Journal of Medicine, Dr Gardner 
conducted a“... sanitary survey of the line of 
communications at the front in France.” 


Several Thetas from Upsilon Chapter at 
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Minnesota served in France, also, working in 
canteens serving soldiers and in the lab of a 
children’s hospital, 


Florence Heywood, Phi/Stanford, was already in 
France prior to the hostilities, working as an art 
lecturer and authoring a guide to the collec- 
tions of the Louvre (first published in 10S). 
When war broke out, Heywood was moved to 
action by the many newly orphaned children in 
France. In 1014, the Association Nationale des 
Orphelins de la Guerre (National Association of 
War Orphans) was created, and Heywood gave 
up her profession to devote herself to work on 
its behalf as America's delegate. The 
Association found and cared for babies and 
children left in the bombed-out ruins, aban- 
doned by roadsides, or lost from refugee par- 
ties. A deseription of her work and a plea for 
assistance from interested Thetas was pub- 
lished in the May 191% issue of our magazine. 


In the relative peace of the 1920s, so many 
Thetas were traveling or living abroad that 
there was a new semi-regular feature in The 
Magasine, “Who's Where in Foreign Lands.” In 
November 19.41, a lengthy article described the 
weeks-long adventure of the first Kappa Alpha 
Theta-organized tour of Europe. Participation 
was disappointingly low, perhaps due to the 
deepening Depression, but reading details of 
the trip leaves no question that the lucky 
Thetas who did make the vovage thought it a 
“¢rand success.” Departing from Montreal by 
ship, the travelers visited cight European coun- 
tries by ship, bus, rowboat, hydroplane, “tally- 
ho” (a large sightseeing carriage), train, under- 
fround, gondola, and punt. 


These travel narratives call to mind the 
Fraternity’s carly history, when members would 
father to share scholarly papers and to contin- 
ue their educations outside of the classroom in 
a community of like-minded women. In sharing 
their experiences in other lands (and in the 
more “exotic” parts of the United States and 
Canada), carly Theta travelers furthered the 
educations of their sisters. They translated 
their own sense of wonder and lifelond learning 
into a shared experience for Thetas everv- 
where, so that all members could benefit from 
the adventures of individuals. >
